John, is engaging the attention of 
the ministry of mines and re- 
sources, with national defence 
headquarters in consultation and 
the U.S. Northwest command 
also interested. 


Road communication from Prince 
Rupert to connect with the Alaska 
highway would be of great strategic 
as well as economic value. The road 
has already been completed from 
Prince Rupert to Terrace and on to 
Cedarvale and the Cedarvale-Kit- 
wanga Gap is now under consider- 
ation. From Kitwanga to Hazelton, 
Smithers, Vanderhoof and Prince 
George contracts have been let and 
the work is underway with some 
sections completed. 

GAP REMAINS 

From Prince Rupert to Fort St. 
John via Hudson Hope is still a gap 
still under discussion among the 
various authorities concerned. Com- 
pletion of this gap with the build- 
ing of the Cedarvale-Kitwanga gap 
would bring Prince Rupert within 
the direct orbit of the Alaska high-

Two More Bills 
Introduced by 
Premier, Tanner 


Two bills were introduced into 
the legislature Friday, one by 
Premier Aberhart as minister of 
education, and a second by Hon. 
N. E. Tanner, minister of lands 
and mines. 

Mr. Abefhart’s bill will amend 
the School Taxation Act, providing 
that farm lands in a rura! district 
containing a hamlet shall be 
assessed on the same basis as farm 
lands in a village district situate 
outside that village This will 
bring about an equalily of taxation 
on certain farm lands in the prov- 
ince. 


PROTECT SCHOOLS 

Section 40 of the act, also amend- 
ed, provided that a judgment 
against the school district could 
only be enforced by execution, and 
that the Rules of Court relating to 
garnishee proceedings should not 
apply to school districts. The ob- 
ject of these provisions was to pre- 
vent a school district being ham- 
pered in its operations by its bank 
account being attached, thus leav- 
ing no funds with which to pay the 


salary of teachers, and other ex- 
| penses 
When these provisions were 


passed, school divisions were over- 
looked. Object of the amendment 
is to apply these provisions to 
school divisions.

would indeed be a thing of the 
past,” the missionary told us. 

“But,” continued the missionary, 
“the studied cruelty, that at times 
amounts to just sickening stupidity, 
as far as immediate benefits are to 
the military situation, has made 
the Japanese soldier the most 
hated man in Asia.” 


And strangely enough, accord- 
ing to this clergyman, the Japa- 
nese people at home simply do 
not believe that the army be- 
haves cruelly to the conquered 
peoples. But the nation, as a 
whole, is judged by the soldier 
and the advance agent of Japan 
has made a name for himself, as 
being the most inhuman brute in 
the history of warfare. 


Our missionary friend smiled in 
a curious way and said 

“Were the Japanese armies truly 
Christian we would never have a 
chance to drive them out of China 
and the other countries they have 
occupied.” 


“The ruthless cruelty of Japa- 
nese soldiers who have raped and 
murdered native women, looted 
homes, burned villages, comman- 
deered labor, tortured suspects 
Into faked confessions, seized 
property, issued worthless 
money, exterminated the inhabi- 
tants of regions wanted for Japa- 
nese settlers, introduced opium 
as a means of destroying the will 
to resist, of the population—such 
cruelty will reap its reward.”
